AMERICA: BITTER AND SWEET 


(On the Occasion of the Bicentennial)

In the “Letters to the Editor” section in the June 21, 1976 issue of TIME 
Magazine writers have views on the “bad” and “good” in America. 

“Ours was one of the last countries to abolish slavery, one of the last to adopt a 
social-welfare system (still shamefully inadequate), and one of the last to address 
itself to the question of socio-economic inequality”, writes one. ‘“‘All the 
Bicentennial rhetoric and campaign jingoism can’t cover up the fact that we’re not 
numero uno.”’ 

Another writer, pointing out that at a conference of 550 business, political and 
educational leaders from 86 foreign countries had seen “little value in our system 
of Government,” ponders sarcastically: “I wonder what would happen if we had no 
immagration laws and opened the doors wide. Do you think anyone would come?” 

A third, repentant of his past critical posture, exclaims: “I’ve done my share of 
U.S. bashing, but never again... America is the Peter Pan of all the continents. 
Optimism, vitality, ‘get-up-and-go’ are still with you. May you never change.” 

The July 4, 1976 issue of NEWSWEEK, after completing 145 interviews, lists 46 
Americans from every part of the society talking about their lives, their work, their 
hopes, their concerns and the coutry. One meets in the feature story the Secretary 
of State and a legless Vietnam veteran. A Nobel scientist and a Boston housewife. 
Martin Luther King’s father, Jimmy Carter’s mother and President Ford’s son. A 
chicano grape picker and the head of General Motors. An opera star, a novelist, a 
poet and a sculptor. A grocer from Kokomo and a CB-radio tycoon from 
eho A 21-year-old murderer on Death Row and a 16-year-old high-school 

rain. 

The TIME statements and the NEWSWEEK story reveal America as both bad 
and good, bitter and sweet. A cursory review of our history will reveal that the bad 
and the good have been with us from the very beginning. Today, if we were to 
glance back.to the 17th century, we would find that ridiculous penalties were 
imposed for religious infractions such as absence from church. In the area of 
natural resources, the exploitation of nature by our early ancestors was shocking. 
Politically, the occupation of Indian land and the elimination of the rights of the 
natives was unethical, to say the least. Today, the U.S. image overseas, as reflected 
in the One Billion Dollar film distribution, is a dark one. 

But, with all that said, America stands as great as the heights of the Himalayas 
and as strong as the oldest of Redwood: trees. It continues to be the land of 
opportunity, of political freedom, of religious freedom, and the land of charity. Its 
citizens’ contributions of 27 Billion Dollars in 1975 for charitable purposes could 
underwrite the budget of half a dozen countries. On the occasion of this 
Bicentennial, it is good to remember that there is goodness in the hearts and lives 
of a huge number of individuals in the U.S. Ultimately, our ‘“‘greatness’’ will 
depend upon and be measured by the “goodness” of individuals. 

America! As Armenians we salute you for opening your doers to those of us who 
felt oppressed and left friends and family, wealth and estates to land on these 
shores to breathe the air of freedom. As Armenians, we stand in gratitude for the 
opportunities made available to invest our talents. 

You may be bitter for some! 

But you are sweet and adorable for us. 

As Armenians, we are thankful for the unprecedented educational, cultural, and 
professional opportunities which have challenged us to demonstrate our 
willingness to learn and to contribute.

VAHE BERBERIAN 
REMEMBERS THE 
AMAA WITH HIS 
MUSICAL 
CREATION 


Recently, the AMAA office received 
178 45-RMP stereo sacred music with 
two creations by Vahe Berberian: ‘‘The 
Lord’s Prayer” and “My Lord, My Lord 


_ I Love You’’. The first one expresses 


reverendly the composer’s Christian 
faith and provides an excellent media 
for choral or congregational worship. 


“My Lord, My Lord I Love You”’ is a 
thanksgiving song, which was compos- 
ed by Mr. Berberian after a serious ill- 
ness and is an expression of gratitude to 
God for His healing and sustaining 
love. Like all good music makers, Ber- 
berian’s creations similarly have come 
out of suffering. Vahe Berberian was 
about ready to receive his Ph.D in 
music in June 1970, when in December 
1969 he had the unfortunate experience 
of having a heart attack. Since then he 
has suffered 3 major heart attacks, one 
severe heart congestion and finally an 
open heart surgery, now living on one 
bypass. Mr. Berberian, who was given 
one month to live by doctors in Wash- 
ington D.C., is most grateful to three 
Armenian doctors: Ara Doumanian, 
Henry Hadidian (the son of Rev. 
Yenovk Hadidian) now residing in East 
Indiana, and Henry Giragos, a friend of 
Vahe from Aleppo Coliege times. These 
physical sufferings brought Vahe to see 
life in a far more spiritual depth than 
ever and led him to create beautifyl and 
inspirational music. He has been out of 
work for 6 years but has been willing to 
make a sizeable expenditure for the 
recording of the two pieces, 50% of 
which was shared by his brother 
George, and has three more spiritual

SOUTH AMERICAN MISSION ACCOMPLISHED 
SSS TEE AYE LISHED 


Pursuant to the decision of the Board 
of Directors of AMAA to provide a 
summer ministry to the First Armenian 
Evangelical Church of Montevideo, 
Uruguay, the Rey. Bernard Guekguez- 
ian left for South America on July 7, 
1976 and returned on August 5.

SAO PAULO CHURCH VISITED 


He made a short stop at Sao Paulo 
Where a delegation met him at the 
Airport and escorted him to the Church 
where a joint Ladies’ Aid meeting, with 
attendance from the Armenian Aposto- 
lic and the Armenian Brethren Church- 
€s, was addressed by him, followed with 
a social. 

That same evening he met with the 
officers of the Church and the 
discussions together became an inspira- 
tion to develop greater vision for the 
work of the Kingdom of Christ. Also 
that same evening, the Rev. Guekguez- 
ian was informed that careful discus- 
sions had led the Church Council to 
confirm the establishment of an AMAA 
Chapter under the supervision of the 
Church. This particular event, aside 
from providing inspiration ‘to AMAA 
bodies, also universalizes the concept of 
Christian stewardship. Already, in 
some informal and unofficial way, the 
Christian brethren of the Sao Paulo 
Church had joined hands with the 

AMAA and raised a substantial sum for 
relief for Lebanon. These contributions 
were delivered to the AMAA by the 
Rev. Moses Janbazian, Pastor of the 
Sao Paulo Church, during his visit to 
the United States in July 1976, for 
transmittal to Lebanon. 


On Friday evening, July 9th, a 
Worship Service was held with music 
Provided by the Church Choir under the 
very able leadership of Hildalia Gay- 
dzagian, dabbed by the Sao Paulo 
Armenians as the N ightingale of Brasil. 

The Rev. Guekguezian reports that 
the Church lists close to 200 families, 
some of whom he visited—especially 
those in whose families there had been 
bereavement and some with illness of 
long duration. He also visited the 
Armenian Catholic and Armenian 
Apostolic Churches in the City of 8 
million inhabitants. 

The Sao Paulo Church has a pastor 
in the person of the Rey. Moses 
Janbazian, very much loved by the 
congregation and praised as a very able 
pastor. 


MONTEVIDEO, URUGUAY 


On Saturday morning, July 10th, the 
Rev. Guekguezian took flight to 
Montevideo where a big delegation met 
him on arrival and welcomed him the 
same night at Dinner. Rev. Guekguez- 
ian held 3 Sunday services during his 
stay in Montevideo, led weekly Bible 
studies, visited over 50 families, and 
participated in the Dedication Services 
of the new Church when an unexpected 
175 persons were in attendance. 

The AMAA Evangelist gave 2 
messages over the Radio, and on the 
last Sunday performed Baptism of 2 
children, accepted 3 people into Church 
membership, and administered the 
Holy Communion to 75 persons. He was 
also invited to preach at the Armenian 
Evangelical Brethren Church which has 
a vital and strong ministry in Monte- 
video. 

Under the inspiration of the Dedica- 
tion Services, the Chamian Brothers 
extended the courtesy of providing 
about $2,000 to cover the total cost of 
the newly-installed pews. 

Rev. Guekguezian also indicated that 
the Montevideo Church had confirmed 
the establishment of an AMAA Chapter 
under its supervision. From the glowing 
reports Rev. Guekguezian has provid- 
ed, it has become evident that there is a 
great potential in Montevideo for 


Christian ministry to Armenians if a 
dynamic and able minister is assigned 
as leader of the hope-inspired con- 
gregation.

BUENOS AIRES, ARGENTINA 


Departing from Montevideo on July 
29, Rev. Guekguezian spent a little over 
5 days in Buenos Aires where he met 
with the friends of the AMAA who are 
looking for an AMAA District Commit- 
tee Center. Together with the others, 
Rev. Guekguezian chose one site out of 
20 visited, the cost of which would run 
to $65,000. The Building stands on a % 
acre land, fully built, and in a New 
York—Fifth Avenue—style prominence 
in the center of the Town. The building 
has dwelling facilities, office rooms, 
and a large hall with a capacity to hold 
300 persons. 

Rev. Guekguezian led 4 Worship 
Services in 2 Churches, worked on 
committees for the founding of an 
AMAA District Committee which has 
already been confirmed. Rev. Guek- 
guezian sees great potential for an 
AMAA Chapter in Buenos Aires and 
has brought news that Mr. Louis 
Jivelekian has pledged to establish a 
Family Endowment Fund in the 
amount of $10,000 with the income 
designated for evangelism and youth 
work in Buenos Aires, but always 
subject to the discretion of the AMAA. 
One third of the pledge has already 
been despatched. 

We would like to congratulate the 
Rev. Bernard Guekguezian for a job 
well done and look forward to the time 
when the First Armenian Evangelical 
Church of Montevideo will be provided 
with an able and dynamic pastor who 
might also supervise the AMAA 
District Committee of Buenos Aires.

The Armenians were injected 
into the Bicentennial celebrations 


in a unique way by Set Momjian. The 


AMAA NEWS is indebted to Sue 
Miller, the writer, and to the 
Philadelphia Inquirer. Editor 


Stressing the important roles 
President Ford and Queen 
Elizabeth play in World affairs, 
collector Set Momjian, of Hun- 
tingdon Valley, personally pre- 
Sented each of them with a 
Miniature bell cast from a piece 
of the original Liberty Bell. Ford 
Teceived his in Independence 
Hall after his July 4th speech and 
Queen Elizabeth accepted hers 
Within the Liberty Bell Pavilion 
On July 6. 

Cast by master silversmith 
Gene Zweigle, each bell measures 
three-fourths of an inch in height 
and rests in an elaborate red 
leather bell-shaped case. Ford’s 
bell was engraved “July 4, 
1776-1976’. To avoid reminding 
the Queen of the separation of the 
countries, hers reads simply, 
“July 6, 1976” 

The long story of Momjian’s 
involvement with the Bell began 
at one minute past midnight last 
New Year’s Eve when he pre- 
sented his wife, Joan, with a ring 
that was made more than a cen-

Soon afterward, Momjian 
received publicity in the In- 
quirer about the ring. 

The article moved Mrs. Donald 
Taylor, of Philadelphia, to 
entrust Momjian with a piece of 
the Liberty Bell that had passed 
to her from her great aunt, Mrs. 
Catherine Wilson, superinten- 
dent of the National Museum of 
Independence Hall for over 20 
years. 

Papers that accompanied | the 
piece of the Liberty Bell state 
that Mrs. Wilson was present, 1n 
1876, when the loose and rough 
edges in the crack and around the 
bottom of the Bell were made 
smooth with hammer and chisel 
prior to the Bell’s temporary 
relocation for better viewing by 
Philadelphia’s Centennial visi- 
tors. A chunk fell at her feet and 
she was permitted to keep it. 
Since then, the piece had passed 
through the family until Mom- 
jian obtained it last February. 

Momjian had the piece cast 
into six miniature bells and com- 
missioned the firm of Kurt 
Gaebel & Sons to make the four 
bell-shaped leather presentation 
cases. He immediately made 
plans to personally present one to 
President Ford, Queen Elizabeth, 

and each of his two sons. He was

originally told by British 
authorities that Queen Elizabeth 
was not permitted to receive gifts 
from private individuals, but on 
the night of July 5th the British 
Consul received a cablegram 
from the Royal Yacht Britannia 
informing him the Queen herself 
said she would personally accept 
Momijian’s gift. 

Ford received his bell in the 
room in which the Declaration of 
Independence was signed. Mom- 
jian said to the President, “The 
Liberty Bell is our Nation’s most 
precious symbol of freedom and it 
is fitting that a piece of the Liber- 
ty Bell should rest in Washington 
where the protectors of these 
freedoms might be reminded of 
their awesome responsibilities”. 
Momjian described his presenta- 
tion to Ford as “being in the most 
important place, with the most 
important person, on the most 
important date in this century’. 

Two days later, in the Liberty 
Bell Pavilion, Momjian told the 
Queen, ‘‘It is fitting that a piece 
of the Liberty Bell should return 
to England as a token of friend- 
ship between our two countries, ” 
Prince Philip walked around the 

pavilion with the miniature bell, 
holding it up to its parent, and 
humorously looking for the spot 
from which the miniature bell 


came. 


Momjian presented Bells III 
and IV to his sons, Bruce, age 14, 
and Christopher, age 11. The pre- 
sentation took place in the 
assembly room of Independence 
Hall immediately after the pre- 
sentation to the President. Ac- 
companying the bells was a card 
that read... 


“*To my sons, Bruce 
and Chris — This morning I 
made a presentation to the Presi- 
dent of the United States... .on 
July 6th, I will make a presenta- 
tion to the Queen of England — 
The President and the Queen 
might well be considered two of 
the most important people in this 
World . . .but to your Mother and 
me the presentation we are mak- 
ing at this moment is to the two 
most important people in OUR 
World — If only two bells were 
cast. . .guess who wouldn’t have 
gotten any?” 


Momjian said, “The Presi- 
dent’s bell will probably go to the 
Smithsonian and the Queen’s 
bell to the British Museum’’ 
Bruce is putting his bell on loan 
to Independence Hall and Chris 
would like his in the Franklin In- 
stitute. The destinies of the two 
remaining bells has not been 
determined, but it seems all six 
will eventually be in museums. 


The Executive Director was 
authorized to go on an overseas visit, 
necessitated by important considera- 
tions in Greece and stimulated by hopes 
of closer communication with col- 
leagues in the Middle East. The 
overseas trip was begun on March 29 
and completed on May 5. Mrs. 
Chopourian accompanied her husband 
on her own on a tourist status. 


ENGLAND 


The first stop was in England where 
the Armenian community is increasing 
due to the developments in Cyprus and 
Lebanon. At a gathering with Armen- 
ian Evangelicals in London, the 
Executive Director reviewed the Leba- 
non situation thoroughly and made an 
“incidental” appeal, to which those 
Present responded with generous finan- 
cial contributions for assistance for 
Lebanon Relief. It was interesting that 
out of about 40 in attendance the 
greatest number were former residents 
of Cyprus and a few of Lebanon. They 
were most sympathetic with those in 
hardship in Lebanon and Cyprus. 


THE ARMENIAN EVANGELICAL 
SITUATION IN ATHENS , GREECE

In Athens, Dr. Chopourian held 
meetings with the Executive Council of 
the Armenian Evangelical Association 
of Greece on matters pertaining to the 
life of the Church and the past and 
present administrative setup; church 
organizations and their membership; 
properties and the prospects of ivesting 
them; finances of the Kokkinia School 
and the two churches; the problem of 
ministerial placement and so forth. At 
some of these meetings, and specially at 
the farewell dinner on the last night in 


Athens, Mr. Melik Tokatlian, New 
York industrialist and a generous 
financial sponsor of the churches in 
Athens, was also present. Mr. Tokatl- 
ian will provide a large annual gift 
through the AMAA with the hope of 
strengthening the activities and minis- 
try of the churches.

The conferences and private and 
group conversations have led to a better 
understanding of the situation in 
Greece and suggestions have been made 
by the AMAA Board towards meeting 
the needs and continuing the strong 
evangelical Christian ministry to our 
compatriots in Greece. Among the most 
important of these suggestions is the 
early finding and placing of a pastor for 
the ministry of the Armenian Evangel- 
ical Community of Greece because Rev. 
Krikor Demirjian, who has served 
faithfully and valiantly, is long past the 
age of retirement. The AMAA has 
assured the leadership that in coopera- 
tion with Mr. Melik Tokatlian we shall 
uphold the hands of our friends in 
Greece.

Greece. Large size Armenian immigra- 
tion to Greece dates back to 1922 when 
over 80,000 Armenians settled in 
several parts of Greece. During the 
years 1946-47, about 21,000 emigrated 
to Armenia, and between 1950-55 over 
2,000 to South America. There was also 
emigration to France, Syria, Lebanon 
and Egypt between 1931-35. As a result 
of these resettlements the Armenian 
population in Greece was reduced to a 
maximum of 10,000 disbursed in the 
cities of Athens, Salonica and surroun- 
dings. Of 11 Armenian Evangelical 
Churches, 2000 church members, 5 
schools and 800 students only 2 
churches, 250 members, 1 school and 
52 students are now in existence. Under 
the circumstances, the efforts to keep 
on going are heroic.

AMAA has assisted about 30 Armenian 
families and distributed over $30,000 in 
such assistance. He traveled the length 
of the Island and observed the 
hundreds of pill boxes with armed 
Turkish soldiers guarding the bounda- 
ries. He also met with His Beatitude 
Archbishop Makarios, President of 
Cyprus, who was gracious enough to 
allocate half an hour and discuss 
matters pertaining to Armenian life in 
Cyprus and to obtain his guidance as 
to U.S. attitudes to the Cyprus 
problem. A number of other visits were

8. To have an annual audit prepared by 
an independent certified public 
accountant, showing all Support/Re- 
venue and Expenses in reasonable 
detail. 


This year will come to an end before 
we know it!

The easiest and most popular 
way of giving. Just write a check and 
you are on your way to doing good.

If interested, write for information. 

5S. Memorial gifts. This kind of gift is 
done in respect of deceased loved 
ones. A memorial contribution lives 
in service to other people. 


All giving is edifying if it is done not 
for tax deduction purposes alone, but 
because one is concerned about others 
and the world around him.
